chiefs plan to build a special 
fleet of vessels able to operate 
in the frozen Arctic, it was dis- 
closed.

Vice Adm. Francis K. Dene- 


brink, commander of the Mili- 
tary Sea Transportation Service, 
urged senators to approve n 
upecial $50 million fund M build 
a number of vessels. Six of them 
would be capable of breaking 
ice or willistanding srcat ice 
pressure. 
"These ships will be available 


immediately in the event of a 
sudden outbreak of hostilities," 
the admiral said in a statement 
for the Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittee. 
"Initial wartime expansion of 
Arctic operations cannot be de- 
ferred until ice breaks up to the 
extent that conventional shipping 
could be used." he continued. 
Denebrink said the six vessels 
i Jl e l u d e an ••ice-strengthened 
cargo ship dock capable of self 
loading and unloadir.s asse-mbled 
landing craft" costing $11.5 mil- 
lion; two special tankers at S5.5 
million each and three special 
small cargo ships at S3 million 
each.

Medicine for Insanity 


^Scarcely a century ago that mysterious 
plague insanity was believed due (o e\ il 
spirits attaching and conquering the human 
mind. Then it began to be iero£mzcd as 
often, though not always, duo to an in- 
jured or diseased brain. Todav it is largely 
viewed as failure or icfusal of the mind 
itself to accept realitj. a withdrawal from 
the world, bolstered by the almost in- 
credible cunning of the subconscious. To- 
morrow it may be handed back to the med- 
ical men and his partner, the laboiatoiy 
scientist. 


A Boston research .specialist in expcii- 


inental medicine predicts that a chcmic.il 
compound may be discovered that could 
control mental illness, possibly eliminate 
long costly programs of psychotherapy. He 
tried out such a compound on 100 normal 
volunteers, and produced in them a mental 
illness similar to schizophrenia, perhaps the 
most stubborn of all conditions ot mental 
disturbance.

Grip Switch 
Can Be 
Worthwhile 


By Ben Hogan 


The grip I now use was ar- 


rived at by a series of trial and 
error experiments which t be- 
gan when I first took up 
game. 
As recently as the 


of 1945, when I got out of 
service, I made a radical change 
in my grip which I had been ex- 
perimenting 
with whenever I 


got a chance to play golf while 
in the army. 
Formerly I xised a 
grip 
in 


which I had what might be best 
described as a long thumb when 
speaking of the position of the 
left hand on the shsft. 
During 


the course of the backswing that 
thumb used to slide down on the 
shaft. As a result I was always 
guilty of a certain looseness at 
the top of my swing causing me 
to overswing on the backstroke. 
This prevented me from getting 
the maximum of control. 
In correcting this I pushed Jhe 


left thumb back up on the shaft. 
The entire change couldn't have 
amounted to more than half an 
inch in the movement 
of 
the 


thumb but it was enough to ze- 
strict my backswing so that it 
no longer is loose. The illustra- 
tion sliovvs the present po^itirn 
of my left thumb on the shaft. 
The club lies diagonally across 
the fingers of my right hand ue- 
low the callus pad. 
Take note 


of where the butt of my right 
hand is in relation to the 
left 


hand before it is folded over.

Srip Switch 
Can Be 
Worthwhile

The grip I now use was str- 


•ived at by a series of trial and 
;rror experiments which I be- 
;an when I first took up the 
;ame. 
As recently as the fall 


of 1945, when I got out of the 
service, I made a radical change 
n my grip which I had been ex- 
perimenting 
with whenever I 


>ot a chance to play golf while 
in the army. 
Formerly I used a grip 
in 


which I had what might be best 
described as a long thumb when 
speaking of the position o£ the 
left hand on the shaft. 
During 


the course of the backswing that 
thumb used to slide down on the 
jhaft. As a result I was always 
guilty of a certain looseness at 
the top of my swing causing me 
to overswing on the backstroke. 
This prevented me from getting 
the maximum of control. 
In correcting this I pushed 1he 


left thumb back up on the shaft. 
The entire change couldn't have 
amounted to more than half an 
inch in the movement 
of 
the 


thumb but it was enough to re- 
strict my backswing so that it 
no longer is loose. The illustra- 
tion shows the present position 
of my left thumb on the shaft. 
The club lies diagonally across 
the fingers ot my right hand be- 
low the callus pad. 
Take note 


of where the butt of my right 
hand is in relation to the left 
hand before it is folded over.

Law a 'Help'

WASHINGTON—Rep. Call T. 


Curtis, Nebraska's First District 
congressman, says a law he co- 
sponsored with Rep. Tom Martin 
of Iowa has resulted in significant 
improvement in the grain storage 
problem 
The bill which was signed into 
law by President Eisenhower last 
August allows farmers and busi- 
nessmen to build giam storage 
facilities and amortize the cost 
over a period of five years. 
People throughout the gtain 
belt are finding it easier to put 
up storage facilities, and there- 
fore can store the grain indefi- 
nitely and wait for the best mat- 
ket price, he said. 
The tax incentive on the con- 
struction of grain storage facili- 
ties will mean easier, cheaper 
and better grain storage for the 
farmers of Nebraska and the en- 
tire nation, Curtis said.
